ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Samuel Harris Stabs Himself With 


a Dull Knife. 


A very peculiar attempt at suicide 


occurred in the police station Sunday 
morning, in which a very dull knife no 
doubt prevented the affair from being 
fatal. An ordinary looking man, about 
forty-four years of age, who gave the 
name of Samuel Harris applied for 
a night's lodging on Saturday evening.

As- 
sistant Marshal West left an old knife, 
which ho used for cutting tobacco, on a 
bench near the man and stepped into 
the other room. 
When he returned 


Harris said, "Well I came pretty neur 
doing it that time." 
When asked what 


he meant he showed the assistant mar- 
shal a place over his heart where he 
had tried to stab himself. He had placed 
the open blade against his breaat anil 
then rushed against the wall m an en- 
deavor to force the steel into his heart. 
The knife was an old one with ft dull 
point or his attempt would have proved 
successful. 
He was then put in a cell 


and held until today when an investiga- 
tion will be made as to_his sanity. As 
near as could be learned he is a dis- 
charged eoldier, who has recently been 
btationed at Portland. The injury to 
himself did not omouut to much as the 
knifowaa too blunt.

An Unpleasant and Dangerous Ordeal 


1 —Fasting and Turkish T Baths afost 


In Vogue — More Heroic Methods 
Spmot lines Adopted. 
People who sec a popular jockey at 


the post, skin like velvet muscles like 
steel, and weighing scarcely more than 
a good-sized doll, hardly ever pause to 
reflect on what has to be gone through 
to attain this result,. 


The only time when a professional 


rider can really venture to enjoy him- 
self Is in the winter, during "which 
period ho puts on perhaps from 25 to 
30 pounds of flesh. All this lias to 
come off, and come off quickly, as soon 
as the first days, of spring herald the 
approach of the flat-racing season. A 
man who understands his business can 
throw off 30 pounds of superfluous tis- 
sue In 20 days. This operation is 
known in turf talk as "reducing." 


•tReduclug'' is both an unpleasant 


and a dangerous ordeal, 
especially 


\vhen carried out too rapidly. Cases 
have been known where a jockey, 
anxious to ride a favorite horse for a 
particular race, has accomplished a re- 
duction of seven pounds within 24 
hours. Such "reducing" as this is, of

.•ourse. is simply plying with dentil, 
and persistence in it has consigned 
many a ckvser rider to a premature 
si sue. 


Different jockeys adopt Carious meth- 


ods of "n>ducint>." One of them used 
to spend out no days in his private 
Tutkifih bath, eating nothing mean- 
while but a little dry toast, ami drink- 
in sr, every half hour or so, a ^teaming 
glass of hot water flavored with gin, 
in order to increase the perspiration. 


Another walks about for hours en- 


veloped in he.T>y horsecloths — his usual 
diet durine this period consisting of 
a pint of champagne mid a slice of dry 
ton«t after onch -walk. One of the best 
known of them lia^ related how, in his 
earlier davs, he u«-ed to set out imme- 
diately alter breakfast, clothed in live 
or six vests, throe coats and asuuany 
pairs of trousers, and, after indulging 
in a brisk six-mile wnlk, spend the 
rcM of the morning In galloping at top- 
sperd. changing liis mount as often as 
necessary. 


T-Jven more heroic methods 
have 


often to be adopted. A certain famous 
jockey once clothed himself in close 
upon three quarters of a hundred 
weish of horsecloths arid walked as 
hard «s IIP could go a distance of six 
mile4-. Tills feat he repeated three 
times, within 24 hours, making 38 
miles in all, and during the period, he 
ate nothing whatever, ITis weight be- 
ins taken, he was found to have lost 
Yi pounds. Still another once relieved 
himself of seven pounds of flesh in a 
stnsrle walk, but the walk covered 40 
miles and lasted nine hours. His diet 
on this occasion was a hard biscuit 
purchased at a roadside public hou«e, 
and a poached esrg served in vinegar. 
At another time he ste nothing but an 
occasional apple for eight consecutive 
davs, in order to reduce himself. 


One of the same^t jockeys on record 


who rode and won a race with a broken 
leg, used to live for days m Iront of 
an enormous open fire, eating practical- 
ly nothing, and drinking huge quan- 
tities of senna-tea. The only relaxa- 
tion be permitted himself was in scrap- 
ing the perspiration off the uncovered 
portions of his person, after the man- 
ner in which a racehorse is scraped. 
usinc a small horn for the purpose. 


It is pitiful to SOP a jockey strip 


after bavins undergone a really severe 
reduclne. lie looks 
as if all his 


strength had left hira, while the skin is 
so transparent that every vein showr 
through it as through a covering of 
class. Cruel it is, in a sense, of course, 
But it hfls to be done. The ultimate 
destination of perhaps hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in bets and purses 
nr«y depend upon a few ounces too 
much or too little flesh being upon a 
jockey's bones at a given moment.

The Record of J. Ford Powers, Amer- 


ica's Cluunpion. 


J. Fred Powers, who won the title 


of America's "champion individual alt- 
round athlete at the recent Amateur 
Athletic Uuiou competition lu New 
York City, is a rough' diamond, athleti- 
cally speaking. 
lie has never had the advantage of 


the coaching of any of the famous ath- 
letic trainers of the country. 
His 


methods are peculiarly his own and. 
some of them are not considered in the 
best of form, by experts. 


His development,1 too, is uneven, as 


shown by his measurements, but he 
has the "get-there" faculty in his com- 
petitions. 


In appearance he Is tall, long-limbed, 


sllm-waisted, broad-chested anil moves 
with a graceful stride that betokens 
considerable reserve power. 
\'et a 


careful observer would not pick him 
out as a champion all-round athlete. 


The records with which he won the 


national championship are these: Put- 
tins the shot, 40 feet, 1% inches,; high 
jump. ."> feet, 11 Inches; 880-yard walk, 
4m- 28 4-.~s.: throwing the 10-lb, ham- 
mer, 
100 feet 8 Inches; pole vault, 10 


feet 4K> inches; 120-yard hurdles, 18s.; 
broad jump. 21 feet 8*£ Inches. In all 
these events he ftootl first. He was 
second in the 100-yard dash In 10 3-5s.,

•ind in the r»rt-lt>. weight, 16 feet, 0% 
inches, and fourth In the mile run, Om, 
21 3-5s. or these events lie had never 
before entered a competition for half- 
mile wnlk, high hurdles 100-yard dash 
or weight-put. In the others his record, 
except in the hnmmer throw, is much 
belter than he mntle in New York, 
where all the events were crowded in- 
to one afternoon. 


He has done 41 feet 8% inches in the 


shot put: r> feet, 11% Inches in the high 
jump, 11 feet 1V_. inches in the pole 
vault; 2H feet 1% inches in the broad 
jump, has a record of 4m. 50s. lu the 
mile run. 
Powers was born in Burlington, Vt., 


September 10, 187(». In the winter of 
1805 he appeared in competithe sports 
for the first time. 
The games in which Mr. Powers won 


his championship in New York by no 
means till the measure of his all-round 
excellence as an athlete, lie is a fine 
gymnast, both on the horizontal bar 
and trapeze, and probably tho fastest 
basket ball player in the country. lie 
is an expert at discus throwing, having 
nvulo a throw in practice at Worcester 
oval only a few days ago of 122 feet 
4 inches. 


Mr. Powers is always in good condi- 


tion. He is a total abstainer, and al- 
•uajs has been, from liquor, beer and 
tobacco in nil their forms. When he 
is training for competitive games he 
is careful to get regular sleep and 
plenty of it. and, of course, be prac- 
tices hteadilv, but he takes no special 
care of bis diet. He says his stomach 
5s always m first-class condition, and 
he cats anything lie takes n fancy to. 
Even at the training table at Norte 
Dame University he declined to be 
bound down to the regular diet and 
drank coffee and ale pie and cake just 
as usual.

He was a descendant of the 
still more widely known Tiny, at one 
time believed to be the best rat dog 
of bis weight, 5"i pounds, ever bred, 
cither here or in "England. .Tinier, how- 
ever, was the holder of the remarkable 
record of having killed flfty rats in 28 
minutes and 3 seconds. He weighed 5 
pounds 6 ounces. Th? best fudges of 
dozs and the oldest sporting men had 
pronounced him the pluckiest" dog of 
his weight ever thrown into a pit. So 
great was his endurance and gallantry 
that in all of his battles with ra'ts, even 
when several rats had fastened to bis 
lips. Tinier was never known to utter 
the "least cry of pain or to show the 
slightest Sinn of suffering or of any in- 
tention of flinching'. Throughout his 
lone career, though pitted against tho 
largest rats that could be secured, be 
had never "stone under." He is esti- 
mated to have disposed of more than, 
five fhousand rats in his time, the «£t- 
create weight of which would proba- 
bly more than one and a half tons. 
it is not. generally known that Tinier 


was not his real name at first Origin- 
ally he bore the more imposing name 
of "Little Prince Hal." 
When he, he- 


came better known he ws often ex- 
hibited x«5th his famous parents on a 
crimson \Mvet cushion, edged with 
gold fringe both being surrounded on 
three sides "hy n row of candles, to set 
off their gold-trimmed cushions more 
brilliantly. And as Hal looked smaller 
and lighter btiVU thnn Tinv, being, in 
fact, five or six ounces lighter, he got 
the stace name of Tinier, which was 
embroidered on his cushion ancl after- 
•wrd it clung to him.

Washington, Aug. 27.—Whether Gen- 


eral Oti.s's order excluding the uniuese 
from enter! u? the Philippines ought to 
be revoked Is a question that is receiv- 
ing; serious consideration. 


War Department officials do not in- 


tend to make any recommendation un- 
til Otis has been heard from. He Is, 
presumably, competent to decide, but 
the matter would seem to threaten 
complications. It is estimated that 
there are about 52,000 Chinese in the 
Philippines. Since American occupa- 
tion Chinese immigration to the"islands 
has been on the Increase. Doubtless 
It was this constant influx which Otis 
to promulgate the order. 


The resen(ment of the Chinese Gov- 


ernment probtibly will be provoked. 
Die Chinese Minister, iu a diplomatic 
ray, hns notified the State Department 
hat if the Chinese are to be excluded 
rqm the Philippines the United States 
nay expect a protest from China. He 
ays his government could not preserve 
ts self-respect if it •were to allow the 
Tnited Slates to prohibit the immi- 
gration of Chinese citizens to posses- 
ions of the United States Iviuj? as 
•lose "to China as the Philippines. 
While tlK> Minister did not indicate 
what China would do, there is no doubt 
hat n'ta'i.'ition is contemplated in a 
restriction of trnde conditions. 


A number of letters have bean re- 


ceived nt the War Department from 
Cntrllsh nnd German merchants In the 
^hillppines who employ Chinese la1>or, 
•oquosting that nothing be done by 
lie United States which will be In- 
mlcal to this class of labor, as It is 
lie most reliable to be had in the 
slnnds. Should the mired States see 
it to uphold the order issued by Otl 
t Is not unlikely that the English and 
"Hermans would do all In their power 
•o provoke the Chinese Government to 
•etnliatory measures. 
The Chinese Government lias Phown 


more anxiety on the course of this 
"Jovernmont toward the Chinese in tin 
Philippines than to those iu Porto 
3ieo Cuba or Hawaii. Their interest? 
are far greater. The Chinaman in the 
Philippines is different from the China 
man known in this country. Thous- 
ands of them in the Philippines are 
engaged as peddlers and a large mim- 
be rare merchants. Some of the of- 
ficial reports. Including those of Ad- 
miral Dewoy, have paid high tribute 


i the -tt'orlc performed by the Chinese. 
Naval Constructor Ilobson hns re- 


ported recently on the value of Chinese 
labor in the reconstruction of tlie sunk- 
en Spanish warships. While Chinese 
labor is highly thought of by the Amer- 
icans, the Ihigllsh and the Gorman* in 
the Philippines, the qualities which 
have won for it good f opinion from 
these sources have provoked the en- 
mitv of the native Filipinos. Bo:ng 
shiftless and unreliable, the "Filipinos 
have found themselves supplanted 10 
!i lanre extent in the insular industries. 


On the other hand. Mr. Williams, our 


former Consul at Manila, who still re- 
mains there in a confidential capacity, 
has written to the State Department 
that the exclusion of the Chinese from 
rhe islands would aid materially it'

PRICE OF BRICK GOES UP* 


Manufacturers Making Up for JJoss 


Caused by Recent. Strike. 


Chicago, 111., Aug. 27.—The price of 


brick in Chicago has jumped from 
$0,00 to $8 a thousand. Contractors 
fear that there is to be a further ad- 
vance. A prominent brick manufac- 
turer said in repinl to the advance: 


The recent strike cost us a whole 


lot of money, which wo are determined 
to.make up. There is now almost a 
famine of brick iu Cook County, and 
I might as well say that the manufac- 
turers are gettiug all they can out or 
the situation. Ju the long run the 
strike will prove to have been in our 
interest, for Ilie reason that it made 
brick scarce and gave assurance of 
permanent employment for some time 
to come. "\\'e have made no general 
advance, but it is only natural to sup- 
pose Hint those who come last for ser- 
vice will be expected to pay a slight 
advance over those who made con- 
tracts before the strike was called. 


TWO MORE SHOT DOWN- 


Race W<»r in Georgia BreaUs Out 


Afresh at Darieii. 


Darlon, Oa., Aug. 27.—Within a few 


hours a battle Iu all probability will 
have been fought between the whites 
aud blacks here. At a conference of 
the military aud civil authorities It was 
decided to attack the blacks, '.k-bo arc 
encamped a few miles from here In a 
swamp. Three posses have started for 
the swamps and will give battle to the 
uegroes, who are awaiting them. One 
posse will go on horseback, another 
will go by train, and the third, which 
is composed of the Liberty County 
troops, have been ordered to form a 
unction witb them. 


The negroes, well armed, are expect- 


ing the attack. They are in a thickly 
wooded swamp and have thrown out 
pickets which extend for miles, and a 
Herce fight will, take place unless the 
nesroes give up the men they arc now 
shielding. 


In an attempt to get them, Joseph 


Townsend, a prominent white mnn. 
waff shot dead, and Octavltus Hopkins 
was wounded and may die. ^Tio two 
belonged to a po^c that called at the 
home of the Delogals nnd demanded 
that the two Delegal brothers give 
themselves up. They were answered 
by a. volley from the house and the 
men were shot. The party in the house 
escaped io the swamp and joined the 
nesroes there. 


State troop" patrol the streets of this 


place, and the town werrs a -war-like 
appearance. There is a scurrying to 
and fro for weapons, and every able- 
bodied white mnn Is making ready to 
take a hand in the battle. To the peo- 
ple here it i" n war of extermination 
unless the blacks sive up the men who 
are wanted nnd the re«t lay down their 
arms nnd so to their homes. 


Forty negroes are under arrest, and 


have boon sent to Savannah for safe- 
keeping. Thev were sent by a steam- 
er to avoid attempts at rescue, and a 
second steamer hns been dispatched to 
Brunswick for reinforcements.

The Authorities Feel Sure Ha Is Inno- 


cent of Any Intentional 


Wrong Doing. 


No Other Consuls Are Implicated In 


the Matter—The Navy Department 
Much Imbnrrusscd— Consul Bcd- 
loe Coming Home By Way of 
San Francisco. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—Edward Bed- 


ioe, 
United States consul at Canton. 


China, has been suspended by the .State 
Department and is to return to the 
United States. His suspension has giv- 
en rise to reports that several consular 
officers of. the Uuited States have been 
removed, because of allegations that 
they had assisted iu sending munitions 
of war to the Filipinos. Assistant Sec- 
retary Cridler, however, says that the 
suspension order affects only Dr. Bed- 
loe, 
and that it is not due to charges 


of having given aid to the Filipinos, 
arises, in part, out of the eertifi- 


ate of American ownership said to 
ave been granted by the cousuf to the 
tenmshlp Abbey. 
Tne Abbey was seized by the gun- 
)oat McCulloch on Sept. 2S of last 
ear at Barangas, where she had land- 
d a cargo of arms and ammunition. 
It is said that the Abbey was iu the 
larlwr of Canton, ami was held by the 
lanton authorities. Dr. Bedloe, it is 
lleged. gave the vessel .1 certificate of 
American ownership and the vessel de- 
parted from Macao, which Admiral 
>ewey gave as the point of departure, 
In accordance with instructions sent 
•y tho Navy Department Admiral 
Watson reseized the vessel, which had 
>een released ,soon after her first cap- 
ure. and lie is holding her until further 
'vidence can be obtained which will 
ix the responsibility for her opera- 
Ions. 
The Xavy Department >s very much 


embarrassed about the matter by rea- 
son of the fact thnt there are no fed- 
ral courts in the Philippines that can 
onss on the case, and it will be neces- 


r to bring her to Sun Francisco to 


iceomplish her condemnation. 


The authorities, on the other hand, 


feel assured that Dr. Bedloe is in- 
locent of any wrongdoing, intentional- 
ly at lenst, and that some misunder- 
tannding exists on his part. There is 
:io explicit legal authority. It is said, 
'or the granting of such certificates as 
:hat which, it is alleged, was aiven by 
Dr. Bedloe to the Abbey. The con- 
sular regulations authorize the issue 
of them on the giountl that it is reason- 
able and proper that American citizens 
should be afforded the protection of 
consulates and the right to fly the 
American flag over their vessels. The 
paper is not, strictly speaking, a certi- 
ficate of ownership, but it merely certi- 
fies that the bill of Rflle to which it is 
attached lias been duly authenticated 
hi the office of a consul of the United 
States. 
The Navy Department lias received 


from W. F. Sylvester of London, one 


the owners of tho steamsntp Abbey, 


a message saying that he is about to 
come to Washington to contest 
flie 


seizure on tho ground that the Fili- 
pinos were the allies of the United 
States at the time the arms were ship- 
ped. 


The State Department, through Con- 


STI! Gen. Goodnow. at Shauffhai, has 
prosecuted an inquiry into the ship- 
ment of tho arms, and a report is be- 
fore the department. Based on that 
report, the State Department is pre- 
parinc a letter to the Xavy Department 
which is to be the ground for further 
proceedings. 


The owners of the Abbey have re- 


tained counsel here to look after their 
interests. A number of papers have 
been filed at the State nnd Xavy de- 
partments, nnd documents have been 
submitted in the case. The ramifica- 
tion of the Abbey seizure are engaging 
the attention of the-State. War and 
Navy Departments-and promise some 
interesting developments. 
It is said at the State Department 


that Constd Bedloo. our representative 
•it Canton, certified that Mr. Sylvester 
was" 
an American citizen and on that 


the Abbey obtained registry. 


A private letter .iust received here 


from the consul says that he- Is on 
leave of absence and is on his way 
home via San Francisco.

> 
Success of Jesuit School Masters— 
The Teaclier Should be the Frloud 
—Good Reading For Pupil and 
Teaclier—Definition of Learning. 
Apropos to ,thc new education and 


the public school season, the writer 
hereof wishes to register a public pro- 
test against the emphasis ordinarily 
given to the Uoctriuo "Knowledge 'Is 
power," and to make an argument for 
the doctrine, "Knowledge is 


This argument is the outcome of an 


exhaustive study of the literature of 
the subject aud af protracted personal 
and professional observation, and is 
made in full confidence that in the evo- 
lution of the m*w education, tho Bacon 
Ian axiom, "Knowledge is power,' 
which has long been the motto of the 
party, will ultimately bo relegated to 
deserved obscurity and its place as a 
motto be given to the axiom, ''Knowl- 
edge is pleasure." 


During the past two centuties count- 


less millions of children UUMJ written 
"Knowledge is po^er" many millions 
of times without any adequate concep- 
tion, whatever of tfcat "bewitching 
phantom knowledge.*' And while theli 
conception of powor was much more 
acute than their ooncoptloii of know! 
edge, It was no. more to tho purpose 
for general speaking, their idoa of pow- 
er was that acquired when the toucher 
employed physical j«)W;crver force, as a> 
means of driving hi knowledge.' 


Under these ciroumstnnios, is< it any 


wonder that much of "what pav''ed for 
education went into one oar and out 
of the other, without loiiviug any other 
impression than mental disguM: for 
further education. 


Of Bacon, tho author of the ftimous 


epigram "Knowlei'.se is powor," the 
poot Popo wroto- "lie was tho wisest, 
brightest, meanest <if uiaiikiml.' Care- 
fully rend Bacon's life aud you will 
readily understand that the expression 
"Knowledge is power" was n. ^eiy nat- 
ural OHO for him. Spencer's remark 
that moral precepts are largely the sel- 
lish miixims expressive of the will of 
the ruling forces in Roelety, those who 
Iwvf health, wraith, knowledge and 
power, and are dosii?uod for their pro- 
tection and the maintenance of their 
power, would seem to apply directly to 
Bacon's axiom, "Knowledge is power." 


Although numerous writers, histori- 


cal and contemporary, have directly 
nnd Indirectly aud frequently, at regu- 
lar intervals, and in a desultory fasU- 
ion, for over 2,000 years, ruferred to 
the idea that "knowledge is pleasure," 
that idea' has never become an ettucft- 
tional axiom. Tho idoa has never yrt 
acquired the prominence its promise of 
usefulness would poem t« wammt. 


Among the historical scholars and 


writers? whose works strongly confirm 
the Idea that knowledge is pleasure, we 
quote Plato, who was tho author of 
the first systematic treatise on educa- 
tion and who therein insisted upon the 
beautiful and the good Each precept 
of which Socrstes delivered Himself 
wns recommended on the ground that 
obedience to it would promote the 
pleasure, the comfort, the advancement 
and the well-being of the individual. 
To moke those happy who are undergo- 
ing an education was a favorite pre- 
cept with Locke. 


The Fro*beJ hfttorlana flo not Indl- 


catfe, he ever taught the doctrine 


4wlwage Is pleasure directly, tmt 


they do' make it very plain this Idea 
pervaded his life work. 


I'lfty yearn ago Dr. Joseph R. Bu- 
liannii, of Cincinnati, Ohio, taught tlie 
doctrine knowledge Is pleasure thus di- 
rectly aud forcibly: 


"Let children meet wltirforboanuu-e, 
he,erfuiue»s and.true affection, on the 
r>art of all above them: let those older 


'Rons, who love their society, take 


charge of them, and bo with lueiu ut 
their sports, as well as at their lessons; 
nnd let the influence of music be 
brought to bear, attuning till tLeir feel- 
ings to accord, and education will he 
a most delightful process aud ti.c 
fifhool so charming a place that it 
would bo Imuoslble to keep the chil- 
dren away from It" 


"KNOWLEDGE IS PLEASURE." 


THE NEW WAY. 


In tlie list of contemporary scholars 


aud writers who miffim the doctrine 
knowledge is plc:isme wu laid Sir John 
Lubbock, of London, who remartcB that 
•'Whatever our occupation Jt Is most 
desirable to create for ourselves some 
other special iuterest. We must all e\- 
'pp«t times of anxiety, of suffering and 
of porrow; when these coine It Is an 
estimable comfort to have some deep 
Interest which will, at any rate to 
some extent, enable us to escape from 
ourselves."

scholar, lion. William M. Evarts, who 
said that "he would not take all the 
wealth oT the world for the pleasure 
his knowledge had given him.

SOME GIANT SCALES. 


Ones That Will Weigh a 


of 150 Tons. 


Everybody la perhaps aware that the 


large scales upon which entire freight 
cai'H with their loads of many tons are 
weighed are considered Immense, but 
with all their immensity Uncle Sain 
has gone all the railroads In this coun- 
try one pQlnt better, says tbe Washing- 
ton Times, by installing at the navy 
yard ono of the largest pair of scales 
iu the country. This machiue can out- 
weigh tlie largest railroad weighing 
machine by fifty tons, aud Its results 
must be accurate to the pound, while 
railroad scales are considered good 
enough if they approach anywhere 
near fifty pounds of being correct The 
new scales are placed on the track go- 
ing south from the great gun shops 
and just'opposite the forge shop. They 
arc forty-eight feet long and twelve 
feet wide, aud rest upon a cement base 
built upon long piles. The ground Is 
somewhat low, and it was necessary to 
utilize the services of pile drivers to 
secure a stable foundation, which is 
one of the requisites of an accurate 
weighing machine. The cost was about 
$1.200. 


Much of its fine and sensitive balanc 


112 apparatus wa.s manufactured for 
special use in the new machine, anc 
the completed structure is considered a 
model and marvel of modern mechan- 
ism and American ingenuity. 


In order to illustrate the accuracy of 


the counterpoise of the machine to a 
reporter the superintendent of the 
yards and docks picked up a half brick 
that was lying on the ground near by 
and tossed it on the huge platform of 
the machiue. lie then consulted the 
long brass lever in the reading box 
along the side of the scales and found 
that the record of the of the brickbat 
was just a pound. 
Turning to the reporter he said that 


the machine was so sensitive that It 
coi'ld weigh anything from a pound of 
sugar 10 a trio of IS-luch naval guns, 
and weigh them accurately, though it 
will probably eke out a long existence 
at the famous gunshop without having 
the chance to weigh an ounce of the 
former. 
The capacity of the new 


scales is ISO tons, or double the ca- 
pacity of the old scales, which lias just 
been replaced. 
A 13-Inch guu weighs 


about 5T>tous, and it can be readily 
seen that the new scales can weigh 
two of llie monsters, reclining on a 
fortj eight foot track, and not-tax its 
capacity to any great extent. 
All tlie 


new guns of the navy yard will be 
\\cighecl upon these colossal scales.

They were invested in the order of 
their precedence, the Duke of aledina 
Goeli, the Premier Duke and Premier 
Peer of Spain, possessing twenty titles 
and £150,000 incomes, coining first, fol- 
lOAved by the Marquis Astorga, Count 
Qropesn, Dukes Arcos, Luna, Aliag, 
Huescar, Baena and Arion, the Mar- 
quis Santa Cruz and Count Castrillo. 
The Queen stood surrounded by the 


high dignitaries and- ladies of the 
court in the royal anti-chamber, where 
the new Graudees, accompanied by 
their sponsors, who are Grandees of 
the same class, itfere successfully ush- 
ered in by the Lord Chamberlain and 
the Lords-in-Waiting. All the Grandees 
present uncovered when a new Peer 
entered, and remalned'-so until the sov- 
ereign said to the new Grandee, "Cov- 
er your head and speak," which he ha;l 
to do in a short discourse on-the merits 
of his ancestors who preceded him m 
title. After the investiture the Gran- 
does passed before the Halberdier 
Guards drawn up on the palace stairs, 
in order that the Guards might know 
them and pay them the usual honors 
when they enter the preciucts of the 
palace, where alone they have the right 
to remain uncoVered in the presence of 
royalty.—Pall Mall Gazette.

He has written to his 
wife, Annie, several times, but she has 
paid no attention to the letters. Harris 
used to have a place of business on a 
Washington street corner in Boston. 


He claims that he enlisted for the 


Spanish war and shows a dishonorable 
discharge from the 7th Maine, Battery 
D, dated Portland, Aug. 11, and signed 
by Lieut. Barrett, commanding. He 
asserts that bo was discharged for "false 
enlistment,"—that is, he represented 
himself as single because married men 
were not taken, and when they learned 
lie had a family, he was bounced from 
the service. 


"They didn't pay me, either," says 


Harris 
"I had over a hundred dollars 


coming to mo, but I didn't get 
it. 1 don't care what becomes of me.

Harris is one of the worst freaks that 


ever came down the pike. He wrote a 
Long letter to his wife last night, most 
of which is illegible. He tells her not 
to worry and advises hor about the dis- 
posal of his body.
